COOK TAKES CONTROL. 


Claremont Professor Is Carrying On 


Work In Commissioner's Office 


at Sacramento. 


Dr. Cook, the recently appointed 


Horticultural Commissioner, has per- 
manently taken up his residence in 
Sacramento for his term of office, and 
is getting in touch with his depart- 
ment and incidentally making a few 
changes in the personnel. 
It is not 


given out that any considerable num- 
ber of changes in the subordinates 
and assistants in the department will 
be made. Neither is it given out that 
there will be any radical changes. 
About the only announcement so far 
in this line is the appointment of E. 
O. Essig, formerly horticultural com- 
missioner of Ventura county, to be 
.secretary to the commissioner. This 
position has recently been filled by 
Frederick Maskew, who was formerly 
assistant, superintendent of the state 
insectary under E. K. Carnes. 


Mr. Maskew has been transferred 


to Los Angeles and left this week to 
take charge of the quarantine and 
inspection work in Southern Califor- 
nia for the horticultural commission- 
er's office. 
He will make his head- 


uarters in Los Angeles, where an office 
for the purpose will be established 


(which has not previously been the 
case), and will have assistants under 
him at San Pedro and San Diego. Mr. 
Maskew succeeds Stephen Strong in 


There are some rumors going the 


rounds that the governor has sug- 
gested a clean sweep of the various 
appointments in the hands of the hor- 
ticultural 
commissioner. 
Following 


this, it is expected that the places of 
the deputies and assistants will be 
filled by new appointments. This can- 
not be verified or confirmed in any 
way, but is the general understanding 
in some quarters. 
The horticultural 


commissionership being an office en- 
tirely apart from political work and 
the work being, as we view it, one of 
efficiency and training, there does not 
appear any other than a "spoils" rea- 
son for a general announcement of a 
clean sweep. If any of the assistants, 
in the horticultural commissioner's! 
department can be improved upon by 
other appointments or the positions 
can ho filled by people who may be, 
perhaps, in closer harmony with the 
present commissioner, thereby increas- 
ing the efficiency of the office, there 
is no question as to the expediency of 
changes, but 
any general suggestion 


of a clean sweep for no other than 
political motives is of course very 
much out of harmony with the inten- 
tion of the office.—Cal. Fruit Grower.

Calamity howlers are not welcome anywhere. But now and then, 


a prosperous man will sit quietly and review something in his past 
life that grips your vitals. Such a man, a prominent attorney of 
Los Angeles city, sat at a table in the Union League Club the other 
day. and while he picked at some cracked crab and sampled a pot 
of coffee, made according to his personal directions, told a little dis- 
jointed story of the panic of 1893, and what he did in Denver to 
keep himself and wife from starving. 


lie wns a lawyer, just admitted to the bar. He came into the city 


just as the hard times entered. His wife was nursing a little baby. 
He couldn't practice law—there were 710 clients that had money. 
He got a little work with the biggest law firm in the city for a little 
while, copying work at a typewriter and sending out statements. 
They paid him six dollars a week, for a few weeks. He was sent 
out with subpoenas for firms which were in straits, and found the 
office doors closed. Following the clue to the place of residence, he 
found they had moved, and eventually, he found several of them 
working on tlu- road for the city—standing in line one day in order 
to get a chance to work the next day for a dollar. They had wives 
;md babies at home, and they fought like hell-hounds for a chance 
to swing a pick. 


The young lawyer went to work on the streets, when they would 


give him work. lie lived four miles out of the city, and one day, he 
worked all day for his dollar and paid a grocer the dollar for a sack 
of Hour. 
This was five cents less than the flour cost, and he pleaded 


with the man to allow him to pay the five cents some other time. He 
walked four miles with that, sack on his shoulder. He raised JIubbard 
squash in his back yard, and for three weeks he and his wife and 
baby lived on Hubbard squash and the milk that he got from a cow 
that he had bought before he got really down to hardpan. He sold 
what milk this cow gave that he did not want. He sold it in the city, 
twenty quarts for a dollar, carried it in on foot and peddled it on 
foot. 


The young lawyer pulled his family, through the panic. But he 


hasn't forgotten it, not even when he can eat cracked crab and order 
his special brand of coffee. 


Is there a probability of anything like this happening again? You 


can answer the question yourselves.

Things We Order and What We Get. 


Little things of life. This is an editorial about them. 
"Have you some real nice peas?" "Yes ma'am." "Well, if they 


are really nice ones you may send me—" 


And the grocery man writes the word "peas" on the slip. The slip 


doesn't say anything about their being real nice—just peas. Maybe 
all the peas in the store are real nice. Anyway, he says, this old formu- 
la of ordering everything "real nice" is just an ordinary figure of 
.speech of housewives. And she waiited "Jonathan" apples, so she 
said pjver th6 phone. He writes "apples" on the slip, ' 
: 


"What's th'e result? If she "is cletermined to get what she ordered, 


there will be a peevish conversation forthcoming. She ordered "Jona- 
than" apples and "real nice" peas. Neither came. Instead, she got 
some white apples and some peas that looked as if they beat their 
way in from El Paso in a car of cement. The man who took the order 
didn't put up the goods, and another man delivered them while the 
lady was out. The groceryman has a standing invitation to all cus- 
tomers to ask for an exchange of goods if they are not satisfactory. 
And he will go to endless trouble, often, to exchange a five cent arti- 
cle for something that the lady wanted in the first place—something 
which she specified. 
s 
There are two sides to this difficulty, it is true. All women are not 


fair with the groceryman. But- the grocer is far too careless, often, 
in Covina and in every other place on earth. But more so than, any- 
where, we find this is true where the telephone is employed in order- 
ing goods. 


Whether the lady received the wrong goods through deliberate in- 


tent on the part of the store,'or not. does not enter into the argument. 
She feels an honest indignation, and it makes trouble. There is an 
agitation of the ether that is not pleasant. It might cost a little more 
time to be sure that what is ordered is in stock, and when it is not in 
stock, explanations should come before and not after delivery. 


And the meat man—if he is a good cutter, he can come pretty close 


to cutting twenty cents' worth of steak. Not always, and he should 
be given some latitude. But it is a distinct hardship on some people 
to be obliged to pay five cents more than they expected for the even- 
ing supply of meat, and when the end of the month comes, the extra 
charge looms large alongside of the wife's meat allowance. When 
the butcher cuts a little too much once or twice, it can be laid to tin- 
fact that it is impossible to always cut the meat exactly to the price 
named. But it need not happen every time. The purchaser then has 
a legitimate kick. 


All this assists in the high cost of living, and to be frank with you, 


the cheapest living costs too much for what we get these days. You'll 
have to go farther back than the retail provision man to get at the 
cause, but the cause does not change- the effect. 


Southern California is prosperous, and the people have more to 


live on than was the case in the olden days. But there are so many 
leaks that the bank account has a hard time growing. Let's ask the 
groceryman and the butcher and others who take the roll from us, to 
assist a little in our laudable desire to put a little change in the old 
stocking—-happy days may not always be with us, and the extra 
uioklf mav buv a whole meal for us later on. 


When News Should Be Printed. 


In its small way. the Argus tries to print the news. 
News is what 


is transpiring in the valley, whether all persons want it printed or 
not. 
The editor may. without a breach of faith to his subscribers, 


occasionally defer the printing of a news story until a better time 
for all concerned. 
This is a part of the discriminating judgment that 


all editors should have. 
If a big land company is engaged in reclaim- 


ing acreage, and it has been shown to the editor that publieity given 
the enterprise too soon will materially handicap the company in the 
work, tin- news story may be di-tVrred. out of a very good desire to 
assist the i-uinpany in its preliminary work. 
If tile deal is being put 


through on a snid«- basis, the time to print the story is when the paper 
gets it. and this is generally dom- in every newspaper ofh're. 
Noth- 


ing pri-i-ipitiiies the p r i n t i n g of a news story like the desire of some 
sharp'-r to ke>-p it out of print. 
But the legitimate deal may oi't'-n be 


k«-pt qui'-t for a tinii- for honi-st reasons. 
Kvi-ry business man knows 


this. 


The point to In- imtd«- is this, that thi- Argus will feel roinpliim-ut- 


ed if an honest company or hon«-st business,man who is t r y i n g to d<» 
something and doesn't wish it to be iuad<- public at om-e. will mine t<» 
the office and state his ease.

In 1621, a year after the landing of 


the Pilgrims, the leading elders of 
Plymouth colony set apart a day of 
prayer and thanksgiving for al the 
mercies God had showered upon them. 
Their little harvest had been success- 
fully gotten in, the houses tightened 
up for the long hard winter which 
they knew would soon be upon them, 
and things began gradually to take a 
more flourishing aspect. Four of the 
best huntsmen of the colonists were 
singled out by the governor, who sent 
them "fowling, that there might be 
wherewithal for a feast of rejoicing;" 
the birds they brought back with them 
were water fowl and wild turkeys, and 
so from the first the turkey identified 
itself with Thanksgiving day. 


This first celebration was probably 


in October, as it was out of doors and 
lasted nearly a WPP!?. Other deys of 
thanksgiving followed in reasonable 
regularity for forty-seven years, but at 
such seasons as the various congrega- 
tions deemed most applicable to their 
immediate 
necessities 
and 
reliefs. 


Sometimes it was in the spring after a 
hard winter—again it was in the fall 
after a generous harvest or a miracu- 
lous deliverance from the vengeance 
of their Indian neighbors. 


Since 1863 the last Thursday in No- 


vember has been celebrated through- 
out the country as a national holiday. 
Previous to this time the custom was 
local and optional. Thanksgiving day 
was first celebrated in New England; 
after the Revolution the custom was 
established in the Middle States, and 
later extended gradually through the 
South and West. Thanksgiving was 
then, and is yet, the great festal day 
of the year in New England; the day 
for family gatherings; for the noon 
day feast and the evening spent in 
congenial companionship around blaz- 
ing open fires.

Book Raises Oranges 


Alfred Dolge raises oranges in much 


the same way that he made piano 
parts, built factories, wrote books. 
Alfred Dolge, the German American, 
who created the villages of Dolgeville, 
New York, and Dolgeville, California; 
the man who has talked with and 
learned of more famous musicians and 
musical instrument makers than pro- 
bably any other man in the world, is 
now past sixty, and engaged in pruning 
limbs from his orange trees in Covina, 
but he is still a student, and still 
learning. 


Dolge does not say that he knows 


how to raise oranges. He is learning 
of his neighbor, always with that fine 
discrimirvation so much a part of this 
man, who knows how to winnow the 
•wheat from the chaff, and although it 
is not two years since he left off fur- 
nishing felt hammers for pianos, and 
other things of the kind, it is easy to 
see that this man is of the material 
that makes good orange growers, or 
anything else, for that matter. 


Something 
like twenty-five years 


ago, Dolge was learning things about 
the piano. He was making parts for pi- 
anos. To some, this might mean me- 
chanics only. But Dolge was given, 
through generations, a temperament 
of the artistic, and he studied people 
who played on pianos, great artists, 
great composers, great piano makers, 
who had s,pent their lives near the 
piano. He went to them in their homes 
and work-shops. Presently these men 
began to enjoy the serious enthusiasm 
of this man. In Germany, in France, 
in Russia, men who dwelt near the 
pianoforte began to know and welcome 
him. Every piano maker of fame in 
the world knew Dolge, or knew of him, 
a/lthough he was a young man, a young 
man who assumed nothing and was 
unassuming, yet gathered facts with 
an avidity and intelligence that mark- 
ed him in the business. 


And then, in New York one night, 


when a hundred friends were gather- 
ed about the banquet board, a time 
when Alfred Dolge's business of mak- 
ing piano parts was at the flood-tide of 
its success, he was called upon to say 
something to entertain his fellows, 
and he began to talk easily and nat- 
urally about the history of the piano. 
It wasn't a studied address, but an 
address on a subject that had been 
studied. Herein lies a great .differ- 
ence. His friends were charmed and 
pleased. 


"Why don't you write a book on the 


history of the piano?" they said. 


"Some day," said Dolge; "some day, 


I'll write it." 


This was his German characteristic. 


The German, with an American busi- 
ness training is an exceptionally fine 
product. The world has seen this in 
many exemplifications. Dolge brought 
with him to America the training of 
many generations of careful workmen, 
people who work for lasting results, 
counting time by achievements. 
In 


Germany, when a man is wanted for 
some particuar position, time is taken 
to select him; he must have himself 
been 
prepared 
for the position by 


time; ripened in his work. If the man 
is asked to sit in council on economics, 
he must be a devotee, not a dabbler; 
a specialist, not a man of brilliant gen- 
eralities. 
It' the German government, 


needs a man for a position of re- 
search, his very need ir.akes it neces- 
sary to wait until ho may be found. 
When lie is found, he is placed in his 
position, surrounded by everything 
that will assist him, given a salary 
that keeps him from extraneous worry, 
and is left alone, for uncounted years, 
if necessary, to report when called up- 
on, if ready—if not, to keep his tran- 
quil way without, harassment.. 
He is 


not flung out because he lias not ar- 
rived at a conclusion in three weeks. 
That is why the older civilization is 
furnishing us with about all the great 
discoveries worth while; that is why 
medicine and surgery and art and 
economics originate on the continent. 
In Germany, an investigator in given 
a position where he may investigate, 


and is forgotten until he speaks; here, 
we remove him in a little while, and 
then forget him. 


Alfred Dolge was collecting facts 


and thoughts about pianos a long time. 
Should this book never have been writ- 
ten, the man himself would not have 
considered that his work had gone for 
nothing. He went on making piano 
parts, forming colonies 
of 
trained 


workmen about his factories—carry- 
ing out the idea of brotherhood in his 
work; sharing with the men who toiled 
intelligently for him, and they made 
him rich, and benefited themselves and 
mankind. 
In New York Dolge was, 


and is, known to the discriminatingly 
musical, the people who love to see 
things made perfect through .work 
done in love and care. To become 
wealthy was, after all, incidental, al- 
though Dolge is ,>a practical, keen- 
minded business man who knows that 
money is a part of success, although 
a small part, and ho part of per- 
petuity. 


And finally, the years of collating 


began to converge into what seemed 
like the time to amplify, to write and 
produce his book on pianos. His new 
venture at Dolgeville, California, was 
running smoothly, and he had himself 
set his face toward the softer after- 
noon lights of life. His pilgrimage to 
the old world in search of facts, had 
resulted in many conferences, many 
friendships, and the piano, from the 
time of the spinet, was in his mind a 
familiar thing, like a pocket-piece that 
had long been a part of his effects. 


In writing this book he demonstrated 


another fact that may not have been 
at all apparent to him, but it is true 
that a man who thoroughly knows his 
subject may make literature out of it 
without himself considering the tech- 
nicalities of literature. 
"Pianos and 


Their Makers" showed a splendid clar- 
ity of thought, and beside being a text 
book to a student of music for the 
piano and for the makers of instru- 
ments, the book was accompanied by 
a delicate glow of artistic feeling, a 
gleam here and there of philosophy, 
relevant and revealing. It made litera- 
ture out of a book that in other hands 
might only have been a compilation of 
piano facts. It is this phase of the 
Dolge book that appeals to the tin- 
technical; the person who does not 
know pianos, and who has no inclina- 
tion to study the evolution of it, or 
its influence on art. It reads enter- 
tainingly, and has included the author 
in it subtly, at the same time effacing 
him altogether, like a landscape hav- 
ing evidences of man in it, and from 
which man has departed. 


In the Covina valley, the people are 


more interested in the author, natur- 
ally, than with his boqk, although 
there are discriminating people who 
have read it and know their neighbor 
better. In New York, in the musical 
circles of every city in the United 
States, across the water in the homes 
of composers, pianists and piano mak- 
ers, the book has been welcomed and 
applauded; but it is quiet praise after 
all—the calm approval of a work bound 
in the covers of time, that enriches 
the future more than the present. The 
crowded New York Sun, greatest in 
art.' aad criticism among Ann^'ican 
newspapers, devoted two columns to 
Alfred 
Uolge's 
book, 
"Pianos 
and 


Their Makers." Sue li a pause in the 
hurry of the present day is convinc- 
ing. 
.Money could not buy it—only 


merit. 
Musical journals, of courso, 


commented favorably and at length. 
But those criticisms can only tie con- 
sidered as a small thing, just u small 
pel-lion of the years when the book 
was forming, nr:t the achievement, but 
the first heralds of coming achieve- 
ment. 


Today, Alfred Dolge, with pruning 


shears, in the dust of his orange or- 
chard, is the same man that spent a 
quarter of a century making a book. 
He is studying the needs of an orange 
tree, and he admires the man who 
finds the cause of a tree disease as

MAINTENANCE COMES HIGH. 


Report of Engineer Joyner of Highway 


Commission Indicates Heavy Re- 


pair Bills for Good Roads.

The maintenance cost of the new 


county highways created surprise in 
the meeting of the county board of 
supervisors this week when Engineer 
Joyner presented his report covering 
the expense for six months, ending 
September 30. This aggregate report 
is the forerunner of monthly reports 
that are to be made hereafter, the 
design of the engineer being to thus 
form a consecutive volume, to which 
ready referenqes may be made at any 
time. 
Up to September 30, ninety- 


four miles of roads had been repaired* 
at a cost of $19,490, due to defective 
spots in the construction, $8251 of 
this naving been expended on the El 
Monte section. The engineer states 
that this total 
sum includes 
six 


months' salary for himself, amounting 
to $2200, and $2700 spent for equip- 
ment. He is now making repairs on 
the San Fernando road and 
Long 


Beach boulevard, and estimates that 
from $20,000 to $25,000 will yet be 
needed to put the roads all in good 
condition to resist the winter's wash 
After that he says it will reuire about 
$300 per mile per year to keep them 
up.

Kassel of Ger 
many has stated that "transmission of 
tubercle bacilli of the bovine type to 
man can take place through food from 
tuberculous animals first of all through 
milk from cows suffering from tuber- 
culosis of the udder. 


"At the congress in Washington In 


1908 as a result of the experiments 
which had been performed since his 
famous stand in 1901, Koch admitted 
that bovine tuberculosis constituted a 
minor source of tuberculosis in man. 
The entire matter was crystallized in 
a resolution adopted by the congress 


. as follows: 'Resolved, that preventive 
smeasures be continued against bovine 
tuberculosis and that the possibility 
of the propagation of this infection to 
man be recognized.' 


"In one dairy close to Los Angeles 


the cattle were recently tested for 
tuberculosis and 22 out of 54 head, or 
40 per cent, were found to be affected 


wife said was "cleaner than my kit- 
chen."
